Teaching with audio-visual aids not 
easier but more difficult classroom 
procedure. Because more complex, 
our job train teachers use this 
more potent and enriched way stimu- 
lating student activity. cannot give 
all children equally good teachers, can 
least try give all teachers equally 
good tools. 

What steps can take prepare 
teachers use the educational channels 
offered? These are some the things that 
did our college and maybe they will 
helpful you:

tional network. 

educational courses also our own 
college, teachers are encouraged intro- 
duce curriculum units for the improvement 
habits; discuss with their stu- 
dents selected programs educational 
value; send classwork the sta- 
tion and have shown the “Fun 
Learn” program. This certainly motivates 
children’s learning and new ideas are re- 
ceived from viewing this program. 

“Live and Learn” program, televised 
under the auspices the State Teachers 
College our city, and “Schools 
Work,” under the auspices the board 
education, give fine opportunity for the 
Sisters observe model lessons and evalu- 
ate teaching procedures. 


Public-Relations Value

The NCWC Washington sums the 
principles the Code:

Suitability Class Pictures. 

The official reason for the picture being 
objectionable determines the degree culpa- 
bility.

Polls taken determine popularity 
plot description proposed for forthcoming pic- 
tures. Students can write some model plots 
for picture production. 

Study attendance habits, and audi- 
ence composition. Most studies show, for ex- 
ample. that the more years person has spent 
school. the more often attends motion 
pictures. and that persons higher economic 
brackets attend more often than people 
lower brackets.

Indeed. there 
are those who contend that the movement 
yet only its infancy. any case, 
seems entirely clear that audio-visual 
education here stay. advisable, 
then, even imperative, that Catholic 
schools not left behind the rapid 
development this direction. The time 
act, course, the present, for other- 
wise shall, sooner than think, far 
outstripped our colleagues the public 
schools and secular colleges. many in- 
stances they already hold initial advan- 
tages, which need not conceded them 
except cases where they hold undis-

mechanical suitability meant that 
the films must available 16mm. and 
that they have English subtitles. Natu- 
rally, some schools possess projection fa- 
cilities for 35mm. films, others for both 
35mm. and 16mm., but the great bulk will 
have 16mm. only. Most films available 
16mm. can had also 35mm., while 
many them are 35mm. only. English 
subtitles are practically essential for maxi- 
mum usefulness the foreign film. The 
relatively small number persons any 
school college capable following fully 
the foreign dialogue the sound track 
will not normally justify the use the 
film.

Films 35mm. are usually 
good bit more costly rent than those 
16mm. Almost always the distributor will 
have lower rental fee for high schools 
than for colleges. broad terms, rental 
costs for colleges will range from less than 
$20 $50. even more some circum- 
stances, and for high schools between $10 
and $25. The rental fee apt higher 
admission fee charged the cam- 
pus showing the film.

Ideal 
Pictures can supply films most the 
common languages, including Spanish, but 
many their movies are 35mm. only 
and few them have English subtitles. 
International Film Bureau handles num- 
ber features French and few 
German. Lux Films has some Italian fea- 
tures; Paul Goldman offers number 
several languages; and Simpex has several 
religious films, mostly Spanish and 
Italian. 


Effective Use 
Foreign Feature Films 
The most effective use foreign fea- 
ture film will have determined 
each case local circumstances, the im- 
mediate aim the use the picture, the 
nature the film itself, and the make-up 
the audience. general procedure 
which has been found yield superior 
results the following: (1) preview 
advance the scheduled showing, 
attended teachers from all interested 
departments. (2) discussion these 
teachers after the preview, for the sake 
analyzing the film and establishing its 
values with regard students the vari- 
ous fields. Perhaps something the way 
“program notes” may prepared 
mimeographed form for distribution the 
students before they see the film. any 
case, each class which view the pic- 
ture ought “briefed” advance, 
that the students, knowing what the film 
intends and what values has 
their own fields study, can watch the 
regular showing with maximum in- 
terest, understanding, and appreciation. 
(3) The next step the showing the 
film. (4) The “payoff” comes through 
open discussion the picture. Sometimes 
this can done advantage immediately 
after the film has ended, though more 
likely way discuss the film the next 
class period all groups which have seen 
it. language classes, where the students 
are capable doing so, the discussion will 
least doubly valuable conducted 
the foreign language. 


Benefits From 

Foreign Feature Films 

The previous paragraphs may have in- 
dicated some the benefits students 
through the use foreign feature films. 
Some the more obvious benefits are: 
The use such films nearly always stimu- 
lates greater interest the part the 
student, and surely interest one the 
most basic ingredients successful teach- 
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ing. The films can help give more life 
and meaning what the student taught 
the classroom. For language students 
there the special benefit aural train- 
ing and practice the foreign idiom. 
Many the foreign films will impart 
all students some aspects notions about 
the life and culture foreign lands, about 
the way life and the way thinking 
other peoples, about their history, dress, 
customs, art, architecture, sociology, eco- 
nomics, their problems, their spiritual life, 
their family life, etc. view the uni- 
versal character the Catholic Church, 
would seem that Catholics ought 
singularly interested the life and 
activities people other lands, many 
millions whom are our own Faith. 
Likewise, the increasingly important role 
our nation international affairs 
should “encourage seek deep 
insight possible into the civilization 
other peoples, and foreign films can 
aid this respect. 


Selected 
Foreign Feature Films 
The Department Modern Languages 
the University Notre Dame has for 
the past several semesters been making 
considerable use foreign feature films. 
fact, between April 1949 and June 
1953 have used total such 
films five languages (French, German, 
Italian, Russian, and Spanish). are 
deeply convinced the values found 
the use these films. the following 
list will found summary statement 
about some two dozen films which 
would recommend for use Catholic high 
schools and colleges.

UDIO-VISUAL aids are means

Choose Aids Intelligently 


Those aids which satisfy the aptitudes 
the group are used that group.

Pupil-made 
helps, such dioramas, models, clothespin 
dolls, clay models, marionettes, postcards, 
pictures, etc., though crudely made first. 
provide pupils with the satisfaction that 
comes from being able say, “We made 
alt these” and then proceed discuss the 
many facts which accrued from the mak- 
ing. Don’t afraid let pupils construct 
things the classroom. provides 
the teacher with another opportunity 
instill those principles group activity 
which make for democratic modes liv- 
ing. Pupils must leave tools 
order. put all materials their 
leave workbench and floor uncluttered 
with scraps. the right and privilege 
begin work knowing that all things are 
readiness, and the duty everyone 
keep things this same condition, 
otherwise infringing upon the rights 
others. 


Aids Stimulate Thought 

the duty teachers set those 
situations which will stimulate our pupils 
think things out. Audio-visual aids can 
effect such thinking. Suppose the teacher 
were write the blackboard: “Why 
easier think globally today than 
was think nationally fifty years ago?” 
Would not the pupils even fourth 
grade have some answers it? And eighth 
graders certainly will have more volumi- 
nous answers.

Aids Promote Democracy 
Christian social living these United 
States must have democratic character. 
bring about this distinctive mode 
living must have the ways and means 
developing our school children atti- 
tudes and behavior responses which con- 
form our Christian, social, and demo- 
cratic standards. Audio-visual aids are 
these ways and means. The opportunities 
listening without interrupting, setting 
aside one’s opinions accept those 
orderly fashion without arousing any an- 
tagonism others manifesting domi- 
neering manner one’s self, co-operat- 
ing with each and every member 
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group regardless race, nationality, 
other attitudes are the outgrowths the 
intelligent use audio-visual materials. 
any classroom today there can noted 
inequalities experiences and abilities 
the pupils. Discussions which follow upon 
work periods with audio-visual aids, pro- 
vided the teacher enters these merely 
guide keeping pupils the right track 
and preventing the unimportant irrele- 
vant from being discussed, tend level 
these inequalities. Children learn from 
children more often and more effectually 
than teachers are willing admit. Each 
child, his own way, with the help 
that audio-visual aid which suits his skills, 
and rate learning keeping with 
his mentality, arrives the solution 
problem well equipped contribute his 
much little the discussion periods. 


The Teacher’s Role 

Finally, one the greatest values 
audio-visual aids lies teacher ability 
understand their educational power and 
willing familiarize herself with any 
and all material that can presented 
the children these media. All films and 
filmstrips must previewed; the class 
must alerted watch for points illus- 
trated. Discussions must follow the 
ing films and, necessary, second 
showing given case some angles are still 
cleared up. Sometimes objective 
test can given ascertain just how 
much child received from film. The 
more aids used the children, the greater 
will their comprehension any given 
subject. However, simply swamp class 
with these audio-visual aids would 
promote lazy learning habits and probably 
curtail the reading texts supple- 
mentary materials. 

Moderation must the watchword 
teachers, because sense appreciation 
for these aids must engendered our 
classes they are serve the purpose 
for which their inventors and advocates 
intend them. The pendulum has 
gun swing. Let all our guard 
against its swinging too far, pendulums 
have way doing. Educational systems 
and methods are all very good, but the 
prudent teacher will not fall “hook, line, 
and sinker” for any them until she has 
watched them work her own 
room and has determined for herself the 
how, when, where, and the why using 
them. Aristotle and St. Thomas Aquinas 
agree that man learns nothing that 
cannot perceive the senses. Audio- 
visual aids follow this pattern impart- 
ing knowledge; therefore, they must have 
great value.

Contact Communications Program 

has been developed order solve 
problem for Catholic high schools. The 
problem one that peculiar the mid- 
twentieth century how teach the stu- 
dents understand, appreciate. and 
use effectively the popular communications 
media the present age. Experiment has 
indicated, not only the practicality 
communications program, but also its ef- 
fectiveness solving this problem. Since 
the program ties with the over-all ob- 
jectives almost every course the 
secondary school curriculum acts the 
supplement all courses and activities, 
and the complement each. Further, 
makes its own specific contribution 
leading the student his development 
“toward the mastery and independence 
his spiritual makes contribution 
that responds particular need to- 
day’s student. 


Need Today’s Student 
This need includes evaluative attitude 
toward the productions and contacts the 
communications media and elevated 
Christian standard artistic taste. His 
Holiness, Pope Pius XI, reminds the 
principle that “evil communications cor- 
rupt good manners,” especially with young 
people who are “soft wax molded 
into While re-read this warning, 
continue learn the meager and 
inadequate reading habits our students 
their adult lives; yet, the same time, 
learn inevitably their frequent, some- 
times avid, consumption the productions 
the communications media television, 
motion pictures, and radio, well the 
less evident, yet more habitual forms 
communication public speaking and dis- 
cussion and business and social contacts. 


Evasion the Need 
The fact that, the present time,

The 
school’s curriculum designed supposedly 
meet the pupil’s needs. possible 
that our high school students are auto- 
matically sufficiently skilled the use 
artistic and effective communication tech- 
niques? Simply being exposed the 
communications contacts and productions 
today, are our students unconsciously 
absorbing cultured and informed taste 
for the good and beautiful and elevated 
taste that will reject with intelligent 
and keen appraisal the inartistic claptrap 
the same media? 

course, atmosphere well instruc- 
tion plays important role the acquisi- 
tion culture. How many our students 
today, however, live and grow and de- 
velop atmosphere other than the one 
that deeply impregnated with the media 
oral and visual communications? 
may choose ignore this enveloping at- 
mosphere; may prefer cling the 
theory that our students will imbibe auto- 
matically the attitudes, knowledge, and 
abilities needed for full Christian living 
century communications; may re- 
sist strenuously any change the status 
quo the curriculum that for many 
years has met effectively the needs 
students. 

The obvious fact is, however, that 
are teaching students the present 
the mid-twentieth century. yet, have 
seen evidence the students’ abilities 
imbibe unconsciously reasonable skill 
the use communications appre- 
ciation and understanding and elevated 
taste about communications any other 
subject. the other hand, have ob- 
served frequently the force the warning 
His Holiness, Pope Pius XI, that “evil 
communications corrupt good 


Way Meeting the Need 
the present time, there seem 
three general ways meet this need. The 
first way include smattering oral 
and visual communications the regular 
English course. The second have 
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reappraisal the contents the English 
course, dropping some the present sub- 
ject matter and substituting material 
oral and visual communications. The third 
introduce communications program 
into the curriculum. 

The first way include smattering 
oral and visual communications the 
regular English course the ninth year 
does not seem feasible many ways. 
Many recent English textbooks contain 
vital and pertinent application funda- 
mental speech techniques specific com- 
munication situations. Unfortunately, little 
offered assist the development 
the fundamental speech techniques that are 
applied. The main obstacle sup- 
plying this need, however, not the failure 
the textbooks, but the length the 
English period compared with the amount 
subject matter supposed taught 
during those forty-five fifty minutes. 
Notice the phrase, taught, not simply 
presented. Teaching any skill, in- 
cluding that oral communication, re- 
quires procedure much more detailed 
and timeconsuming than few presentation 
lessons plus two 
minute practice activities during the year. 
cannot learn anything simply 
being told about the way it. 

Yet, sufficient time allotted 
ninth-year English actually teach oral 
communication, some speculative questions 
may posed. What, then, will happen 
the teaching written communication 
with all its ramifications, including the 
functional approach capitalization, 
punctuation, spelling, and grammar? What 
will happen the appreciation litera- 
ture? What will happen the evaluation 
books, periodicals, and newspapers, and 
the development cultured taste for 
worth-while reading? might add, what 
will happen the remedial reading that 
necessity with many ninth-year stu- 
dents? 

According the reports many Eng- 
lish teachers, what actually does happen 
this. The teacher selective his 
really teaching. simply impossible 
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teach oral communication according 
present-day techniques plus all the above- 
mentioned subject matter forty-five 
fifty minute class period. Naturally 
enough from one point view, the subject 
matter that frequently mot selected for 
actual teaching that pertaining oral 
and visual communications. 

second way meeting the needs 
today’s students reappraise the sub- 
ject matter the English course. This 
also, does not seem feasible from 
many points view. From the subject 
matter ninth-year English, just what 
can omitted? Certainly not necessary 
language skill. Some have suggested drop- 
ping the study literature the only 
possible omission. other alternative 
were possible, such procedure might 
the only answer. However, there an- 
other solution one that both possible 
and practical. That the introduction 
communications program into the cur- 
riculum. 

Such program has two parts: first, 
course communications for all ninth- 
year students; second, frequent review and 
further development the skills and in- 
formation acquired ninth-year commu- 
nications the English classes the tenth, 
eleventh, and twelfth years. This means 
that there will smattering oral and 
visual communications tenth-, eleventh-, 
and twelfth-year English. communi- 
cations program, however, such smatter- 
ing simply review polishing 
process. mere smattering suffices these 
years because the basic skills, information, 
and attitudes have been developed the 
ninth-year communications course. 

The course communications the 
ninth year does not replace English 
gives one credit communications 
speech which accepted both regional 
and state accrediting agencies. This means 
that many Catholic high schools, the 
program for the ninth year will include 
the following: religion, English, mathemat- 
ics, elective (Latin alternative), 
and communications. reappraisal will 
take place, therefore, reappraisal the 
fifth subject that offered ninth-year 
students. Since this fifth subject varies 
considerably from school school, and 
even, times, from year year within 
the same school, there will different 
outcomes such reappraisal. some 
cases, the present fifth subject can of- 
fered elective the ninth tenth 
year. others, the values derived 
from the present fifth subject can ob- 
tained from some other course the cur- 
riculum, and the subject may dropped. 

important remember that our 
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Catholic high schools are trying meet 
the needs today’s students. order 
this, reappraisal some kind ab- 
solutely necessary. many ways, re- 
appraisal the fifth subject the ninth 
year preferable reappraisal Eng- 
lish with the possible result omis- 
sion radical cut the study litera- 
ture. Today’s students really need training 
appreciating, understanding, and using 
mid-twentieth century communications. 
communications just 
such training. 


Facts the 
Mid-Twentieth Century 

Let realistically face the facts the 
mid-twentieth century. The enrichment 
the student’s cultural background 
means television, radio, motion pictures, 
public speaking and discussion, 
ness and social contacts looms large, not 
only his school years, but also his 
after-school years. The education hu- 
man being cannot achieved the way 
that cistern can filled with water, 
thus putting the lid graduation from 
school. individual continues grow 
begins dwindle his after-school 
life. student’s education can give him 
desire for truth and beauty and rea- 
sonable skill and ability fulfilling this 
desire, will have done much aid him 
his growth toward the full stature 
Christ. the cases most our stu- 
dents, this desire will fulfilled largely 
through the use communication contacts 
and productions. 

Let answer the following question 
honestly and without hedging. edu- 
cation that simply ignores the develop- 
ment any reasonable skill and under- 
standing evaluating and appreciating the 
truth and beauty the communications 
productions and contacts the mid- 
twentieth century environment, really 
meeting the needs today’s students for 
enriched cultural background? 


The Need for Action 

His Excellency, Most Reverend Ber- 
nard Sheil, addresses some pertinent 
remarks us, both Catholics and 
leaders:

what should faculty afraid 
introducing communications pregram 
into the school’s curriculum. Many schools 
have tried many different subjects 
fifth course the ninth year. They have 
had such varying degrees success and 
failure that seems improbable that 
communications program could produce 
any more unusual failure. some cases, 
there sufficient dissatisfaction with the 
present fifth course the ninth year 
warrant trying communications program. 
other cases, the majority opinion 
the faculty may indicate their desire 
attempt meet the needs today’s stu- 
dents trying communications program.

Its central characteristic that con- 
cerned with the “what” education, 
method concerned with the “how.” 

From the standpoint education the 
transmission culture, the curriculum 
its broadest sense the social inheritance 
which everyone entitled, limited, course, 
his capacity, his experience, the amount 
time given education, his training and his 
industry. 

The curriculum may defined from the 
viewpoint the teacher the learner, and 
the definition from the viewpoint the 
learner the more important, but the usual 
concept from the teacher’s viewpoint. 

the teacher the curriculum the organ- 
ization the materials instruction (in- 
cluding subject matter, classroom extra 
classroom activities, projects, and other ex- 
perience), help the students acquire the 
knowledges, skills, attitudes, appreciations, 
habits, which will help the individual 
realize his highest potentialities for the edu- 
cational purpose. 

From the standpoint administrative con- 
trol, the curriculum defined Jesse 
Sears City School Administrative Controls, 
page 168, follows: 

For the purpose here, that is, from the 
standpoint administrative control, one 
may say that curriculum program 
materials and activities utilized 
accordance with set rules procedure, 
which rules are fact part the cur- 
riculum itself. That is, curriculum 
plan, outline body knowledge, 
activities, and procedures admin- 
istered rules, which rules help define 
the subject matter and tell how 
treated the process instruction. 
From the standpoint the student the 

curriculum includes the activities which con- 
stitute his experience which reconstructed, 
broadened, and enriched the direction 
the educational purpose. The curriculum may 
also defined from the standpoint the 
learner where now and his later 
status adult.

aids, including maps, charts, pictures; models; 
moving pictures; tape recerdings radio 
programs; kinescopes television programs. 
They will include the use any material 
play materials, work materials, art materials, 
necessary give the child contact with the 
concrete, but which nevertheless have meaning 
for the child his present situation and for 
his development toward ideas, concepts, mean- 
ings, and principles.

Method ordinarily applied teaching. 
Method the orderly and systematic way 
which the teacher aims achieve her purpose. 
Greater emphasis placed today the way 
the child learns and the resulting changes 
his thinking, feeling, and willing rather than 
methods teaching. Method the prin- 
cipal expression the psychological factor 
education. From this point view, there 
are four basic processes for the learning child: 
the breaking whole (analysis), the 
putting together the parts (synthesis), and 
the passing from individual cases generaliza- 
tion (induction), from generalization 
application individual cases (deduction). 

Method from another angle the ways 
teachers use subject matter help pupils 
learn. other words, both the child and the 
curriculum are factors method. 

The Herbartians used distinguish between 
general methods and special methods. General 
methods included those pedagogical practices 
which were applicable all subjects; special 
methods included those pedagogical practices 
which general methods were fitted the 
learning mind, attempting master special 
subject matter, e.g., French history, and 
influenced the nature the subject matter.

Method includes also the teacher’s drills, 
reviews, lectures, and demonstrations help 
the student learn.

states: science, and teaching 
art; and sciences never generate arts 
directly out themselves. intermediary 
inventive mind must make the application, 
using its originality.”

All 
these elements enter into the education the 
individual. 

the process self-education, which 
here accepted its essential character, all 
these elements are useful means, processes, 
products.

PUPIL NEEDS' 


Human needs are desires, urges, tendencies, 
interest, emotions, ideomotor aspects man’s 
life that call for satisfaction. all man’s 
needs were satisfied should have only 
self-indulgence. Some must denied, some 
met, some sublimated. The pupil’s needs, which 
are educationally significant, are those needs 
the satisfaction which will help him develop 
fully possible his higher even highest 
potentialities, intellectual, moral and spir- 
itual, physical, emotional, and social, not only 
terms his present character 
sonality, but also relation his social 
destiny and his ultimate destiny. 


SUBJECT 


subject field knowledge organized 
for the purpose instruction and learning 
which constitutes the main divisions courses 
study curricula.

Sometimes history called subject, 
and sometimes American history and European 
history are classified subjects.

The weaving and dyeing cotton 
were well advanced the New World many 
centuries before the discovery. Yet single

Regional Rivalry 

The advent the Whitney gin increased 
the productivity cotton and the South be- 
gan raise more it. Cotton cloth became 
very common. 

There were approximately three distinct 
periods cotton mills the South between 
1790 and 1833. After 1812 few northern 
mill men came into the South and established 
small plants, because was impossible then 
ship yarn the southern markets because 
the English blockades. Between 1820 and 
1833 the tariff differences with the North en- 
couraged little mill building attempt 
meet the argument protective tariff 
actual physical competition 
South. This growth was retarded the po- 
litical activities the cotton cultivators di- 
rected toward defending the institution 
slavery against political attacks the North. 

The rivalry for the wealth the Missis- 
sippi Valley, however, was but minor factor 
the economic differences the two sec- 
tions. The basic difference lay the fact 
that the South was primarily agricultural and 
the North was becoming increasingly indus- 
trial. 

The agricultural life colonial times. 
founded the plantation system 
petuated the introduction cotton, tended 
make the South agricultural and export- 
ing section with very little manufacturing. The 
North was continually developing commer- 
cial and manufacturing life. 

The opposition interests first made itself 
felt the question the tariff. the wave 
nationalism following the War 1812, 
southern leaders combined with northern 
passing the protective tariff 1816, but 
1824 their attitude changed, and they vigor- 
ously opposed this and succeeding tariffs. The 
doctrine nullification, state 
which had been earlier set forth Kentucky 
protest against the Alien and Sedition 
Acts and New England opposition 
the War 1812, was now reaffirmed South 
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Carolina against the “tariff abominations” 
1828 and the tariff 1832, and the doc- 
trine was never forgotten until resulted 
actual secession. The compromise tariff 
1833 registered victory for the South, whose 
representatives, with the aid the West, 
were able prevent the adoption the pro- 
tective principle large scale until the 
Morrill Bill 1861. 

The South was victorious over the North 
not only regard the tariff, but also with 
respect the public-land policy and western 
expansion. Southern agriculture, tied 
was with cotton and slavery, needed room for 
rapid expansion. Northern manufacturers, 
the other hand. desiring more concentrated 
population, opposed measures which might 
encourage migration the West. The South 
favored rapid sale western lands large 
tracts cheap prices, while New England 
insisted smaller and more restricted sales 
higher prices. 

The southern system agriculture needed 
room for unlimited Agriculture un- 
der slavery depended for its very existence 
upon continual supply fresh land, and 
the demand for new slave territory was liter- 
ally pushed its own weight. Further- 
more, the North began surpass the South 
population and wealth. became essential 
the South maintain number senators 
sufficient control the Senate and protect 
her interests. Southern leadership had largely 
favored the acquisition Louisiana, Florida, 
Texas, and lands won from Mexico, and the 
conspiracies annex Cuba. 


High Tariff and Free Land

Be- 
cause you want, unjust system legis- 
lation, promote the industry the New 
England States, the expense the people 
the South and their industry.” 

cotton the South found crop that ap- 
parently paid with slave labor, for the requi- 
site conditions necessary make profitable 
seemed ideally combined. The first these 
was simplicity operation. cotton, 
comparatively easy plant raise, the labor 
the Negro could adapted. Few tools 
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and little equipment were needed, that 
small loss was sustained even from inefficient 
labor. Cotton culture extends over three 
fourths the year, and its production, 
more than that many other staples, 
was possible give employment women 
and children, thus obtaining the maximum 
return from the whole family. Another ad- 
vantage was that the slaves could more 
compactly massed raising cotton than 
many other products. 

Slave labor condemned the cotton planter 
one-crop system. Although cotton was 
less destructive the soil than other staples, 
its uninterrupted growth without the use 
fertilizer meant the wearing out the soil. 
land was cheaper than slaves, the tendency 
was “butcher the land” continued crops 
cotton until was exhausted. 

The southern states, during the first half 
century, produced about seven eighths the 
world’s cotton supply. The demand for this 
staple increased that 1850, 2,500,000 
the slaves were employed 
cotton. the cotton planter pushed west- 
ward into the fertile lowlands the Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama, greater area was put 
under cultivation, the demand for slaves in- 
creased. 

The Negro’s immunity high temperature 
made him ideal cotton cultivator. Inci- 
dentally, the unnecessary battle New Or- 
leans, won Andrew Jackson, was fought 
from behind rampart cotton bales. 
1860 there were 5,235,727 spindles. 1850 
240.000 cotton bales. 1860, 918,926. 

The South, immediately before the Civil 
War, was vital importance the British 
cotton industry. Shipments cotton into the 
British Isles 1859-1860:

Brazil 
West Indies 
East Indies 563,000 
Egypt 110,000 


Southern wealth was invested primarily 
cotton, land, and slaves. 

The production cotton, the great staple 
the South, was closely tied with the 
institution slavery. Eli Whitney’s gin gave 
“its lease life.” 

With the election Lincoln platform 
which not only opposed the further extension 
slavery, but advocated free homesteads 
and high tariff, Republican victory 1860 
meant the end the long control the 
Federal Government the South. her 
leaders meant that the hour for armed 
resistance had struck. meant the birth 
the great Civil War. 

the war 1861-65, the threat kill the 
cotton industry the South was almost 
made good and southern cotton ports were 
closed partially closed the vigorous 
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naval policy the Union. There doubt 
that England’s economic life tottered under 
the strain. 


England Developed 
Cotton Production 

But England did not submit tamely the 
situation. This has never been her habit. She 
rimmed the globe with cotton plantations. 
Wherever cotton could grown, there her 
deep purse and farsighted policy planted it, 
and many the plantations thus founded 
have remained fruitful this day. 

the last year the war, Eng- 
land’s cotton import figures show how suc- 
cessful she was this venture. United States 
198,000 pounds, England 2,234,000 
pounds. you can judge how the war hurt 
the South, our own day, the very 
foundation root her economic life. 

Charlotte, C., Greenville, C., 
Spartanburg, C., and LaGrange, Ga., 
have grown great cotton manufacturing 
towns, rivaling those New England size 
and economic importance. Today nearly half 
the spindles and looms America are south 
the Mason-Dixon line and the tide just 
its full flood. actual weight and yardage 
yarn and fabric, the balance already lies 
favor the South. This because coarser 
types that run more quickly predominate 
the South, and because lack labor restric- 
tions permits each operator run more looms 
and spindles. 

1919, Massachusetts produced 
403 pounds cloth and South Carolina 
268,270,258 pounds. yarn the cotton states 
produced, 1919, 57.6 per cent the total 
spun America, and the New England States 
per cent. Only ten years previous, 1909, 
the cotton states produced only per cent 
the yarn and the New England States 
per cent. 

the South received scant encouragement 
from outside, home did not lack for 
stanch supporters. The terrible years re- 
construction had burned the lesson deeply 
into all minds that independence could best 
won through the conversion its principal 
raw material into yarns and fabrics. this 
doctrine the South has religiously adhered 
the present day. was gallant effort 
meet crushing situation and turn apparent 
disaster into prosperity. 


Cotton Still Important 


Cotton ranks third value among Ameri- 
can crops. greatest all crops the 
South and still the greatest single item 
export there. The Cotton Belt lies strip 
1450 miles long, 500 miles wide, south the 
thirty-seventh parallel and east the hun- 
dredth meridian, including all the southern 
states from North Carolina Texas. About 
forty-six million acres were given over this

The techniques Communism are well 
stated the Archbishop. says, “Com- 
munism continues seek supremacy and 
domination, not bloody conquest coloni- 
zation, but ruthless struggle for bewil- 
dered and desperate minds men who have 
deserted God.” The note carried through the 
Convention contained this opening ser- 
mon, the emphasis teachers and the im- 
portance the teacher the educational 
system. “The truly important and influential 
factor our school system the teacher. 
school better than its teachers, nor dare 
assume that scholastic competence, alone, 
sufficient guarantee good teacher.” For 
the rest the sermon Archbishop Hoban 
discussed statement made Pope Pius XII 
for Catholic educators gathered Havana for 
the fifth Inter-American Congress Catholic 
Education. His Holiness said, soul burning 
with apostolic zeal, with exact rule 
serving the highest spiritual and cultural in- 
terests.” Archbishop Hoban then takes 
each these points, one after the other, and 
illumines the subject his comments, some 
which are added the end this report. 


Neutrality 

Religion and Education 

The Archbishop concludes his sermon 
discussion the dismal failure neutral- 
ity education the subject religion 
and states the final paragraph that our 
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concern must extend not only our own 
schools, but all education. the neu- 
trality religion education says: 


The startling effects past educational 
deficiencies, compel arouse the na- 
tional consciousness our fellow citizens 
the practical impossibility divorcing 
religion from education and having either 
them survive. must urge universal 
co-operation providing the children 
this nation with knowledge God and 
the God-given rights, for the protection 
which this nation was established. must 
appeal American honesty, and ingenuity 
find solution the problem restor- 
ing religion the curriculum all schools, 
without injury the rights any parent, 
and with equal justice the rights 
every child. must convince all that the 
ignoble experiment neutrality religion 
schools has been dismal failure that 
such neutrality inconceivable theory, 
and unachievable practice; that the 
school which tries neutral, inevitably 
promotes total indifference the study 
religion, and its final becomes 
anti-Christian and anti-religious; that the 
neutral school the desired objective and 
crowning glory the efforts anti-God 
and anti-religious groups. must con- 
vince all that God the sole source and 
guarantor freedom; that religion and 
morality are indispensable supports our 
national life; that nation can survive 
without God, and that history records the 
collapse powerful empires, the people 
which became indifferent God.

The formal welcome the Association 

His Eminence, Samuel Cardinal 

Archbishop Chicago, was made this 
civic reception. said: 


Now all the groups educators which 
gather Chicago, there group which 
will attract more attention than you who 
have gathered here these days for your 
convention. Courageously dedicated es- 
tablishing the highest standards educa- 
tion, always ready face honestly the 
problems educators our times, wel- 
coming new, sound ideas and suggestions, 
holding fast the immutable and un- 
changeable, you are here these days 
discover how you can better your work 
education integrated divine revelation. 
are impressed many educators 
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our times who are seeking way in- 
tegrate education religion. They sense 
the importance religion education. 
They face certain difficulties finding 
way bring about the integration edu- 
cation religion.

Everything that educators have offer 
which good and helpful you will take 
and you will use and you will assist edu- 
cators trying discover more and more 
helpful and good things, and you will use 
all these good things your school work 
the light your Catholic faith. 

Today Catholics simply take for 
granted that every child ought en- 
rolled Catholic school. They speak 
longer about their duty sending their 
children Catholic schools, but they insist 
upon their right enroll their children 
Catholic elementary secondary 
schools and even Catholic colleges.

Three Great Tasks 
Catholic Education 
Bishop Sheen, his characteristic, rhetori- 
cal fashion, summarized number points 
that has been making his amazingly 
popular and successful television appearances. 
The point from which proceeds that our 
civilization likely fall from within. 
says: 


Toynbee points out that nineteen 
vanished civilizations, sixteen have decayed 
from within. Attack from the outside saved 
few, but almost all them were rotted 
from the inside, rather than were con- 
quered from without. Lincoln once said 
that America would never conquered 
from without, thought could possibly 
decay from within. George Meredith 
put it:

are betrayed what false 
within.” 


And sets for Catholic education three 
great tasks: (1) save our civilization from 
authoritarianism; (2) preserve from 
strait-jacket uniformity; (3) keep the 
foundations our rights liberty. 
Strangely enough these are the points 
which the Catholic Church itself attacked, 
and the method Bishop Sheen’s reversal 
the attack familiar all us. 


Studying the Opponents’ 
Position: Knowing Both Sides 
There strange statement the discus- 
sion authoritarianism that wish here 
stated. Bishop Sheen says: 


The second reason for the authoritarian- 
ism, found the loss the 
critical faculty. this meant authori- 
tarianism increases when students are given 
only one side question, such the 
materialism, determinism, and amoralism. 
There not single student our Catho- 
lic colleges who does not know the phi- 
losophy Marx, Hegel, Freud, Hume, 
Kant, and the modern interpreters soci- 
ology, economics, and politics. But addi- 
tion that they also know coherent 
philosophy and have standard which 
judge these other systems. 


And then adds: 


When study the philosophy Thomas 
Aquinas, begin the problem the 
existence God with three objections 
against His existence, other words 
three arguments for when dis- 
cuss the soul, begin with the four 
objections drawn from materialism and 


property, begin with five arguments 
drawn from Communism. The result 
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know both sides question, and how 
evaluate them. would authoritarian, 
gave only one side the question 
too often done many colleges and 
universities today which present material- 
ism, secularism, and determinism without 
ever giving the students the right know 
the other side the question. know 
Voltaire; they know Vincent Paul? 
know Berdyev; they know Bona- 
venture? know Darwin; they know 
Damien? 


The Work the Women’s 
Army Corps

citizenry motivated love God, 
neighbor, and country. this common 
objective encouraged and sustained 
your contributions, your best wishes, 
and your prayers. appreciative the 
highest degree your contributions 
the many fine principled young women who 
have served, who are serving today, and 
who will serve tomorrow the Women’s 
Army Corps. 

Educational Know-How? 

Very Rev. Robert Slavin, the con- 
cluding paper the Convention, discussed 
planning for our educational needs, pointing 
out the fact that Americans are credited with 
the thing called “American know-how.” 
says, “What remains now the necessity 
actually doing what the theme the Con- 
vention implies, namely, planning for our edu- 
cation needs.” further 
“how” states problem after problem 
Catholic education. has warning. 
says, know, too, that educators can 
such hurry that they lose their way. 
They sometimes make the mistake re- 
doubling their speed rather than going back 
determine aims and purposes.” What 
wants done, more specific, long- 
range, top-level planning diocesan, 


region-wide basis. Merely some 
his “how” problems which says re- 
quire “study and planning co-operative 
regional and national basis,” quote:

teach. The conclusion this interesting 
discussion St. Thomas’ not that 
learning the only qualification 
teacher, but that the indispensable 
qualification for teacher. Other qualifica- 
tions there must teacher, but 
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knowledge lacking, all the rest 

avail. 

Theology 

Father Slavin’s discussion 
seemed take the very important dis- 
cussion last year’s debate the place 
theology and philosophy guide educa- 
tional practice. says: 

surprising then, with the emergence 
Catholic education our United States 
into vast flowering schools, second 
none their devotion God and country, 
equaling others ever more visibly every 
aspect scholastic development, that our 
education has become increasingly con- 
scious that divine science which 
finds itself the providential custodian? 
world which science the rallying 
cry, which men have come feel that 
they must live die science, Catholic 
education offers the saving science the 
science theology. not need 
take artificial means effect integration. 
this science have the answer 
integration, for willy-nilly this the edu- 
cational subject matter which its very 
nature integrates. But have prob- 
lem here that demands further study, 
namely, how are going teach the 
science theology all levels educa- 
tion, and how are going develop 
teachers who themselves possess what they 
impart? 

Needs and the Resolutions 
The word “needs” was used many 

the titles papers various sections, but 
there was not any considerable discussion 
planning meet the needs which were dis- 
cussed nor clear statement the needs. 
The resolutions which are strange con- 
glomerate subjects not deal with the 
problems planning meet the needs 
Catholic education. The resolutions lacked 
the literary quality last year’s resolutions 
and are series disparate expressions 
rather than organized statement either 
the problems the plans Catholic con- 
temporary education.

Guidance and Counseling 
Religious Vocations 

the departmental meetings there seemed 
this year extraordinary emphasis 
guidance and counseling, and shall pub- 
lish some this material later issue 
the All this discussion was 
largely centered not the various problems 
vocational counseling and guidance, but 
with special reference religious vocations, 
and special section was set discuss the 
religious vocations problem. 

This special session was set consider 
vocations, one apparently intended for priests 
and the other for Sisters. There was joint 
meeting this vocations section with the 
Minor Seminary Department. This subject 
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was also discussed the Elementary School 
Department and the Secondary School 
Department. 


Teacher Training: 
Very Important 
The other subject which seemed receive 
great deal attention was the one relating 
teacher training. the Major Seminary 
Department Rev. Pius Barth discussed the 
preparation teachers for high schools. 
the College section the role Catholic higher 
education the preparation teachers for 
Catholic Schools was discussed. the special 
section teacher education five papers were 
delivered. Under two general topics, the rela- 
tion liberal education the preparation 
the college teacher and consideration 
the relation the Catholic teacher training 
institutions the various efforts stand- 
ardize and accredit them was given. 


Many Other Subjects 
Discussed 
Other subjects special interest were: (1) 
the question the research work 
versities for government grants and aid from 
foundations, and (2) the problem co- 
education. The latter problem obviously re- 
ceived very much concern view the fact 
that the subject was discussed the various 
sections the regional meetings and dis- 
cussion was continued here the national 
meeting. The problem arises because the 
statement the Pope the Encyclical 
Christian Education and the status en- 
cyclical statements discussed the En- 
cyclical Humani Generis. More attention has 
been given this year special educational 
problems than heretofore. Not only the prob- 
lems the blind and the deaf were discussed, 
but the problems retarded children, chil- 
dren with speech defects socially mal- 
adjusted, orthopedically crippled, chil- 
dren with visual auditory difficulties were 
also discussed. Administrative organizations 
handle these difficulties were discussed, 
particularly the child guidance center and 
various types clinics. 


The Report Card 

special interest note how par- 
ticular problem may sometimes get major con- 
sideration the Convention, and this the 
fact that the Elementary School Depart- 
ment the report card received considerable 
attention. shall present history the 
problem later.

The present thor- 
oughly modern school building has ab- 
sorbed the original two classrooms. the 
same time the old church building the 
basement level was enlarged serve the 
parish for few more years. 

The new fireproof school building 
concrete masonry and steel, faced with 
buff brick and Bedford stone trim, pro- 
vides well-lighted, modern. classrooms 
for 650 children. There northern front- 
age 224 feet and depth feet. 
Thus all classrooms have either north 
south exposure. 


Arrangement Rooms 


corridor, eight feet wide, separates the 
two rows classrooms either floor. 

The principal’s office the northwest 
entrance contains the controls for two-way 
communication with all classrooms and 
provisions for broadcasting announce- 
ments, radio programs, music, phono- 
graph records throughout the building 
the playground. 

The nurse’s room the second floor 
well equipped with bed, wheel chair, wait- 
ing room, medical supply cabinet, toilet, 
and storage facilities. 

The small room next the nurse’s de- 
partment, equipped with piano, used 
for private music lessons. Group lessons 
music are given one the classrooms. 

The room designated “faculty room” 
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the second floor quite suitable for the 
general school library. 

The basement the school building, 
which half story above the level 
the church, contains large hall, 118 
feet size, and adjoining kitchen, 
radiant heat pipes embedded the ter- 
razzo floor. equipped with modern 
folding tables serve school cafe- 
teria parish dining hall. With the 
tables removed, the room will serve 
parish meeting hall. The large kitchen 
fully equipped provide government 
lunch program parish dinners. addi- 
tion modern cooking and serving equip- 
ment, there are electric dishwasher and 
garabage disposal unit and ample storage 
and water-heating facilities.

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Interior Finishes 


All corridors, stair halls, and toilet rooms 
have ceramic tile floors and glazed tile 
wainscoting feet high. The stairs are 
terrazzo. All rooms and corridors the 
first and second floors have acoustical tile 
ceilings. The classrooms are fitted with 
green glass chalkboards, cork bulletin 
boards, and cork tack all with 
aluminum trim. The wardrobes the rear 
classrooms are closed with accordion- 
style folding doors. either side the 
wardrobes are storage closets. The floors 
the classrooms are finished wood 
blocks laid mastic directly the ce- 
ment base. The classroom walls are plas- 
tered and painted. All window stools are 
marble. 


Modern Equipment 


The windows the first and second 
floors have steel sash. The lower part, for 
view and ventilation, fitted with clear 
glass; above glass 
block extends the ceiling. Heat sup- 
plied low-pressure steam from oil-fired 
boilers. Unit heaters and ventilators with 
automatic temperature control are located 
each classroom. Electric hand driers are 
installed all washrooms. addition 
the two-way communciation 
ready mentioned, there program clock 
system and fire alarm.

Nuns’ Garb Issue 


Frankfort, Ky., recent court decision con- 
tended that the privileges and immunities guar- 
anteed nuns citizens the United States 
and Kentucky constitutions would abridged 
they were barred from teaching their de- 
nominational garb. The State’s arguments were 
contained formal answer filed Franklin 
Circuit court lawsuit instituted retired 
Methodist minister. 

His suit charged that the nuns’ teaching 
public schools was violation the constitutional 
principle separation Church and State and 
called the court declare the practice illegal. 

reply, the State declared the injunction 
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“would deny Kentucky citizens who happen 
members the Roman Catholic Church, 
individual nuns, and orthodox Jewish per- 
sons and others wearing distinctive raiment 
insignia, the right earn their livelihood the 
teaching profession and the right worshipping 
God according the dictates their consciences, 
all which deprivation and diminuation 
civil rights.” 

The court’s decision has been lauded many 
groups.
